1. \ (currently amended) A separating device for separating edge portions from a 
glass panelA said glass panel having a width and thickness, said device comprising a handle, a 
force gauge attached to said handle for measuring the force applied to said handle, and a slotted 
plate connected to said handle, said slotted plate having upper and lower panel engaging surfaces 
defining a recess of approximately the same width and thickness as said glass panel to be 
separated , said separating d e vic e applying a controll e d forc e along on e of said edg e portion s of 
said glass pan e l such that a minimal amount of forc e is us e d to s e parat e said edge portion from 
said glass pan e l . \

3. (original) \ The separating device of claim 1 wherein said slotted plate is 
comprised of an electrostatic dissipative material disposed to contact said glass panel. 

4. (original) \The separating device of claim 3 wherein said electrostatic 
dissipative material is a polyacVtal plastic alloy. 

5. (currently amended) A separation apparatus for separating a glass panel etched 
with semiconductor circuitry, said reparation apparatus comprising a stage having channels that 
allow air to pass therethrough and create a vacuum for holding said glass panel against said stage 
and a layer of electrostatic dissipativa material disposed to contact said glass panel; said glass 
panel being scored to define an inner working area and outer edge portions to be removed, at 
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least one orsaid edge portions being located outside the periphery of said stage when said glass 
panel is in contact with said separation apparatus. 

6. (original) The separation apparatus of claim 5 further comprising locating 
pins to precisely legate said glass panel on said separation apparatus. 

7. (original) • The separation apparatus of claim 5 wherein said separation 
apparatus can rotate so that a second edge portion may be removed without relocating said glass 
panel with respect to saM separation apparatus.
